PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—H. H. Holmes, 


the multi-murderer, ia dead. 
He was 


hanged in Moyamensing prison in this city 
at 10.14 o'clock this forenoon. ' 


On the 
scaffold 
today this nervy 


villain proclaimed his innocence of the 
crime for which he died, and either with 
a lie on hii li j'9 or as a wrongly condemned 


man, 
he was hurried into eternity. 


Holme*' I.ant Hours. 


Holmes spent the greater part of his 


Ust night alive writing letters. He went 
to bed at midnight and slept soundly till 
(»o'clock this morning. Two calls were 
::eccfsary to awaken him. After dressing 
he received a visit from his spiritual ad- 
vi: era, fathers Dailey and McPeak, who 
administered the last sacrament. 


They then left him till 9 o'clock. Dur- 


ing their absence Holmes breakfasted on 
eggs, toast and coffee. It was 10.02 o'clock 
when Sheriff Clement, together with his 
official and the jury came in. After each 
man answered to his name as present and 
subscribed to a certincite, the solemn 
march to the gallows began. 


On the KeaflToUt. 


As the gathering stood in intense 


silence before the scaffold, a murmured 
sound came from behind the platform 
located back of the scaffold. It was the 
dolorous chant of the priests uttering the 
miserere as they accompanied the doomed 
man to the gallows. Holmes mounted 
the fatal platform at 10.0S a moment of 
prayer elapsed. 


Holmlex' Hallows Confession . 


Then Holmes stepped to the front of 


the scaffold, and resting his hands on the 
rail, made his statement of innocence. 
He declared the only wrong-doing for 
which he could be held responsible con- 
sisted in the death of two women who 
died as a result of a criminal operation at 
his hands. He save no names. 
He de- 


nied any and all murders of which he had 
been charged. 


His last confession word for word was 


this: 
"Gentleman, 
I have va/y few 


words to say. In fact, I would make no 
remarks except that by not speaking I 
would appear to acquiesce in the execu- 
tion. I only wish to say that the extent 
of my wrong-doing in taking human life 
consisted in the death of two women who 
died at my bands as a result of criminal 
operations. I wish to state here so there 
shall be no chance of misunderstanding 
that I am not guilty of taking the lives of 
any of the P ietzel family for whose death 
I am today banged. That is all I *iave to 
Bay." 


This confession was received with abso- 


lute silence amounting to horror at the 
condemned man's contradiction of his for- 
mer confessions. Holmes spolco only two 
minutes. 


His « nllincliiuc >..,-ve. 


Holmes' marvelous nerve never deserted 


him. 
On the scaffold he was the coolest 


man in the solemn assemblage. In his 
deckrition of innocence, he used T« ell- 
chosen words and spoke deliberately. 


After his short speech, at a silent signal 


from the prasts, Holmes bent his knees, 
and with his eyes fixed on the crucifix 
and his thin hands clasped, he seemed to 
pray for a minute. Immediately after- 
ward he rose, shook hands with the priests 
and lawyers and bade good bye in a firm 
voice. 


Holmes! Week Broken. 


Without an instant's delay his hands 


wsre bound behind him, the black cap 
adjusted and Sheriff Clement placed the 
noose about his neck. After a moment of 
terrible stillness, the crack of tha bolt 
rang out like a pistol shot and the 
murderer fell. His neck was broken. The 
doctors said 
consciousness 
left 
him 


instantly, although the heart continued 
to beat for fifteen or twenty minutes, and 
he was not pronounced dead for half an 
hour. 


After tbe Execution. 


His body was allowed to hang thirty- 


three minutes. Then it was cut down and 
placed in a coffin. 
Az 12.30 the big iron 


doors in the rear of the prison swung 
open and tlie undertakers' wagon rolled 
out. The wagon drove rapidly to Mount 


Moriali 
cemetery where 
the plain, 


block casket was placed in a vault. Here 
it will probably remain a few days when 
it will be quietly interred in another yard. 
No autopsy was held. 
Holmes left a 


strict injunction to that effect 


Probably the real story of his crimes will 


never be known. Father Dailey, to whom 
he confessed either laetnightorth's more- 
ing holds it as a secret of the church.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 7.—The He- 


publican state convention here today was 
a warm one, and McKinley baa won. He 
won, perhaps, because General Harrison 
refused to come into tlie political fight 
and head off the McKinley boom. There 
were plenty here today who wanted the 
ex-president to do so, but he refused. 


The convention adopted a platform de- 


claring for protection, reciprocity, sound 
money and directing Indiana delegates to 
cast their votes "frequently and continu- 
ously as long as there la any hope of his 
nomiation,for that loyal citizen,stat esman, 
Christian gentleman, whose very name ia 
magic,—McEinley." That is McKinley 
victory enough for one day, »iy the Ohio 
mass's friends here. 


The convention was called to order at 


10 o'clock this forenoon. 
During tbe 


speech of Permanent Chairman Thomp- 
son wild cheers continually interrupted 
his references to McKiuley. But when he 
mentioned Harrison the enthusiasm was 
fully equaled. When he concluded there 
were loud cries for Harrison, bat the ex- 
president didn't appear. 


After the committee on credentials had 


reported, the platform was read. When 
that portion of it naming McKinley as In- 
diana's choice was reached the crowd 
broke into wild applause, which, when it 
subsided, was met with vigorous counter 
cries of "Harrison." 


For several moments the opposing 


forces yelled for their favorite. When the 
gavel had in a measure restored order the 
motion te adopt was put amid wild tur- 
moil of conflicting cries, and declared 
adopted. 


Mr. Harrison's course in steering clear 


of the convention entirely today was a 
surprise. He did not even address it, and 
after the McKinley resolution had been 
carried and the ex-president's private 
secretary entered the convention hall and 
announced that Harrison 
would not 


address tbe convention, considerable com- 
ment was occasioned. The only reason 
given was that Mr. Harrison had not at 
any time fully promised to do so.

RAILROAD OFFICIALS WERE ABOARD. 


A Novel Piece of Rolling Stock. An En- 


gine and Car Combined. Passengers 
Ahead of the Engineer. Can Get 


a Perfect View. 


A new observation car made ftr the use 


of the Pj'tchburgh railroad officials passed 
through this city Wednesday afternoon 
for the first time, having ou board General 
Superintendent W. D. Ewing, Division 
Superintendent C. L. Mayne and Master 
Car Builder J. W. Marden, who were out 
on a tour of inspection. 
After a brief 


stop here the officials went on to inspect 
the western division of the road. 


The car is entirely different from any 


ever seen here before and there are but 
few like it in the country. 
It is said that 


there is one other in New Englano and 
one on tlie New York Central road. It is 
really a car and engine combined, the car 
being built over the engine. The officials 
ride forward of the cab and thereby get 
an unobstructed view of the track. They 
are not bothered by smoke or cinders, but 
occupy a clean position and can see more 
011 one trip than they could in half a 
dozen in an ordinary car behind the 
engine. 


The car is fitted up in a very comforta- 


ble way. It is lighted by elecricity and 
heated by steam, and there are easy chairs 
for the officials. 
Everything is as neat 


and tidy as a parlor. The car is entered 
from the front end, a spiral staircase lead- 
ing up from either side of the pilot, and 
there is also a passage way from the cab. 


The name of the car is "Boston" and 


its number is 77. It is a peculiar looking 
affair and attracted the attention of all 
who were about the station when it ar- 
rive4 and departed. The bell hangs at 
the rear end of the car. 
On the whole, it 


is a decidedly novel piece of rolling stock, 
but one that admirably answers the pur- 
pose for which it was designed. 
It was 


in charge, of engineer W. S. Brazier and 
fireman S. Sargent, who were iu uniform 
and evidently very proud of their new 
and lively machine, which was built by 
the Fitchburg company.

TAPPED THE PITE AT THE REAR. 


A large Quantity Missing. The Wagon Also 


Taken. Stealing on the Wholesale 


Plan. The Police Have Been 


Notified. Bold Work. 


Superintendent Allen reported to the 


chief of police this morning that a con- 
siderable amount of wood has been stolen 
from the lodging bouse wood yard. The 
wood is kept in a rickety old barn a short 
distance north of Centre and east of 
Marshall streets, and apparently tbosc 
who prefer stealing rather than buying 
have found out that it is very easy of 
access. Mr. Allen had a large quantity of 
stovewood piled up in the barii to a 
height of about 14 feet. The front of the 
pile kept its position all right, biit Mr. 
Allen finds that boards on the barn have 
been loosened and that a big hole has 
been made in the back of the pile. 


The other day he found the wood 


wagon over west of Marshall street in a 
damaged condition. 
The springs were 


broken and the axles sprung, as though 
the wagon had been heavily overloaded. 
This would look as though the wagon had 
beeu used by the thieves to draw away 
the wood, and that they left it where it 
was found rather than take chances of 
detection by returning it to the wood 
yard, from which place it was taken. 


Another very bold theft was committed 


a. few evenings ago. A man drove into 
the city with half a cord of stove wood 
for his daughter who livcj here and 
hitched his horse in the wood yard long 
enough to take supper before unloading. 
When he went for the wood every stick 
of it was gone and he could get no clue to 
the thieves. 


Mr. Allen says he anticipated more or 


less pilfering from the wood yard, but he 
cannot stand this wholesale thievery. 
Wagon tracks at the back of the barn 
convinces him that the wood has not 
been taken awaj by the basket, but has 
been carted off by the quantity. 


Now that he is waked up and the police 


have been notified, there will have to be 
reform or trouble will ensue.

Tne establishment of active authority

AN UNUSUAL CASE. 


A Boy Prefers Reform School to his 


Fathers's Roof. 


Chief Kendall received a letter Tuesday 


from S. A. Andrews, 
superintendent 


of toe Vermont Industrial school at Ver- 
gennes, Vt., notifying him of the safe and 
timely arrival of Camile Perini., whose 
case was in court a week ago. The story 
of the case seems very strange, inasmuch 
that it has transpired that a young boy 
should prefer a reform school for an abode 
rather than the home of his parents'. 


Camile Perini, the boy in question, is 


seventeen years old and his parents home 
is in Readsboro, Vt, He has been an in- 
mate of the Vermont reform school at 
Vergennes on different occasions, having 
been sent there by his father for being un- 
governable. 


About a week ago he managed to escape 


from the school and came to this city, 
when at the instigation of bis father he 
was arrested and charged with vagrancy 
in order that he might be held while some 
arrangements should be made concerning 
his future residence. The father decided 
he would take the boy to his own house 
and when his offer was rejected by the 
young lad it caused the parent much pain. 
The boy preferred to return to the reform 
school and was permitted to depart for 
that place unattended.
